MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT WAYNE 


lllemuel Masters, of Ken- 


dallville, Meets Almost 


. 
Instant Death. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Avilla, 
Ind., Aug. 26.—JiUemiiel 


Masters, o£ Kendallville, was struck 
and almost instantly killed at the 
Fairbanks crossing, two miles north 
of this place, by the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana's cottagers train on its run 
to Fort Wayne shortly after 7 o'clock 
this morning. 
Masters was 53 years of age, deaf 


and practically 'dumb, though he could 
articulate a few words. He had nev- 
er married and made a living as an 
expert gunsmith and bicycle repairer. 
The remains were picked up by the 
train crew and brought to this place. 
Coroner Black was summoned 
from 


his 'home in Ligonier to take charge 
of the case. 
It is learned from Kendallville that 


Masters, who was a .well known char- 
acter about the city, left this morn- 
ing on a walk about the country in 
search of repairing jobs, as was his 
custom. He took the 
Grand Rapids 


and Indiana railroad tracks .south- 
ward and had walked 
about 
lour 


miles when the ' train overtook him. 
There is a sharp curve at that point, 
and when first noticed by the engine- 
men Masters was walking along the 
left side of the track. He was unable 
1? hear the signals made by the en- 
gine's whistle and the' distance was so 
short that the engineer was unable to 
siop his train until Masters had been 
struck and hurled down an embank- 
ment, a distance of perhaps twenty 
feet. 
The train was stopped as quickly as 


possible and ths train crew and Fort 
Wayne passengers, who were aboard 
the "train, .hurried to the side of the 
unfortunate man. He was dead when 
they reached him. Masters carried an 
outfit of repair tools with him, and 
strapped to a belt at his side was also 
a revolver badly out of repair. 
He 


wore a nickel-plated star bearing his 
name, occupation and address. Mas- 
ters was well known at Kendallville, 
and it is said that his deafness and 
impediment to his 
speech resulted 


from an injury sustained when he was 
but five years old. 


The remains were taken to Kendall- 


ville, where funeral services will be 
held'Wednesday from the residence of 
an aunt, Mrs. L. Kline, of Garden 
•treet. Rev. A. R. Cole will officiate. 


Eudolph Siemon Yields to 


Death After 
Long 


Illness. 


Rudolph Siemon, a pioneer Port 


Wayne merchant, in recent years at 
the head- of the Sieinon Wall Paper 
company with a place of business on 
Calhoun street, died at 11:15 o'clock 
today at his home, 123 East Jeffer- 
son street;" at the age of 70 years. 
He had been a resident of this city 
for more than fifty years, and was 
one of the founders of the pioneer 
bookstore which bore his name, and 
which went out of business but a 
year or two ago. 


Mr. Siemon's death was due to 


heart failure, following a critical ill- 
ness which dated from little more 
than a week 'ago. Since last winter, 
however, the aged man had been in 
precarious health. 
Early in the 


present year he started on a tour of 
the south in the hope of benefitting 
his health, but at Montgomery, Ala., 
he sustained a stroke of paralysis 
and for a time his condition was crit- 
ical. In. the course of a few weeks, 
however, he recovered sufficiently to 
return home, and since that time 
has exercised a general oversight of 
his business affairs, though able to 
given them but little close personal 
attention. 
Since a week ago Sun- 


day Mr. Siemon had been confined 
to his home. 


He was born in Germany, March 


25, 1S37, and' was the last of a 
group of brothers who came to Fort 
Wayne many years ago and who rose 
to prominence and usefulness both 
along commercial and other lines. 
It was in 1853 that Mr. Siemon lo- 
cated in Fort Wayne, and he" was 
for some years connected with the 
dry goods establishment conducted 
by the late Rudolph Schwegman. A 
little later, in partnership with his 
brother, the late August Siemon, he 
founded 
the pioneer bookstore of 


Siemon & Bro. Five years prior to 
the death of his brother, which oc- 
curred nineteen years ago, however, 
he had sold his interest in the book- 
store and two years later embarked 
in the wall paper business. 


The concern, at first owned by Mr. 


Siemon individually, was some time 
ago made a stock company, associat- 
ed with Mr. Siemon as stockholders 
being Charles Zeigler and Charles 
Tresselt. 
The business has been 


prosperous, and Mr. Siemon. who 
was a. business man of much ability, 
was well-to-do and highly respected, 


Mr. Siemch never married, and 


for at least twenty-five 
years had 


resided in the home on East Jeffer- 
son street, where his death occurred. 
The nearest relatives surviving are 
a sister, Mrs. Charles Tresselt, of this 
city, and a sister and a brother in 
Germany.

TO CELEBRATE FULTON CENTENARY AT JA1 


|> When Lusitania Arrives. 


New York, Aug. 26.~Steam naviga- 


tion has rounded out its first century 
of use. On Aug. 17, ISO", Robert 
Fulton steamed up the Hudson river 
on the Clennont The trip of the Cler- 
mont from New 
Torlc 
to 
Albany 


proved to the scoffers of that day that 
steam propulsion was a 
practical 


means of travel by water. 


Robert Fulton, designer of the Cler- 


mont, standing in triumph aniid his 
friends on the deck 
of his steam 


driven boat and projecting his mind 
one hundred years into the 
future, 


scarcely could have put credence in 
his dreams had he seen what the evo- 
lution of his idea has made a present 
reality. 
It is a far cry, even in the 


span of one hundred years, from the 
paddle wheel steamer Clermont to the 
turbine driven monsters that cross the 
oceans today. 


But Fulton, with his crude machin- 


ery, made possible the ships of 1907, 
and as the father of steam navigation 
he is to be honored September 23 at 
the Jamestown exposition. The day 
will be Robert Fulton Memorial day. 
Preparations for the event are in the 
hands of the Robert Fulton Monument 


- association of New York, and many 


of the' distinguished members of the 
association will go -to Jamestown. 


Cornelius Vanderbilt. president of 


the association, will steam down with 
a party of friends, on his yacht, the 
North Star. Dr. Samuel L. Clemens, 
vice president, will travel on H. H. 
Rogers' yacht Joseph H. Choate, if 
he has returned from The Hague, will 
be the speaker of the day. The mem- 
bers of the committee who are ar- 
ranging for the celebration of the cen- 
tenary of steam navigation are: Rob- 
ert R. Catting, chairman; Major Gen- 
eral Frederick D. Grant, vice chair- 
man; Walter Scott, Admiral G. W. 
Melville, 
Colonel John J. McCook, 


Colonel H. 0. S. Heistand, TJ. S. A.; 
H. St. George Tucker, president of the 
exposition; William H. Fletcher and 
Robert H. Sexton, chairman of con- 
gresses and special events of the ex- 
position. 


In the swift yachts that will carry 


members of the committee to James- 
town, visitors will see the perfection 
lo which Fulton's ideas have been car- 
ried. They will have to imagine the 
appearance of the Clermont, for no 
vestige of that famous craft remains. 
Some relics of it. a compass and a 
medicine chest, have been saved, how- 
s^er. and are now in Dossesfiiou of a. 


grandson of the inventor, R. Fulton 
] 


Ludlow, of Claverack, N. Y. The com- 
pass is on exhibition at the Interna- 
tional Maritime exposition 
at Bor- 


deaux. 
"Fulton's Folly" was the name ap- 


plied to the Clermont before it proved 
its worth by steaming up the Hudson. 
By the standards of today it was a 
queer looking tub, and on its journey- 
to Albany it frightened many of the 
dwellers along the river as it belched 
forth sparks and 
smo'ke. The 
de- 


parture of the Clennont on its initial 
trip excited so little interest in New 
York that the foremost papers of the 
day gave it no mention 
whatever. 


When it returned from Albany the 
Commercial 
Advertiser 
contained 


this: 
"Sir. Fulton's newly invented steam- 


boat yesterday returned from Albany, 
having performed the passage to and 
from that place in little more than 
four days." 


About the time Fulton day is being 


celebrated in Jamestown 
there will 


arrive in New York on its first trip 
the Lusitania, of the Cunard line, de- 
scribed as the highest present day 
achievement of the ship builders' art. 
Some comparisons between the Cler- 
mont and the Lusitania show what ad- 
vance steam navigation has made in 
its 
first century. 
j 
Fulton built the Clermont at the 


shipyard of Charles Brown, on the 
East river. He first had built a model 
on the same lines which had proved 
successful on a trial trip in the quiet 
waters of Rock creek in the grounds 
of his friend. Joseph Barlow, near 
Washington. Barlow and Chancellor 
Livingston aided Fulton 'financially in 
his venture. Livingston aided in the 
construction of the Clermont, giving 
his personal attention to the work. 
When the boat was 
completed' 
it 


measured 130 feet in length, 16% feet 
wide, 4 feet deep and was of 160 tons 
burden by the custom house regula- 
tions then in force. The wheels were 
fifteen feet in diameter, with paddles 
four feet In length and two feet in dip. 


When the Lusitania slid from the 


ways at Clyde bank last June it meas- 
ured 790 feet in length, 88 feet in 
width and a depth moulded 60% feet 
Its displacement is 40,000 tons. But it 
is in the machinery equipment, that 
the greatest contrast appears between 
the first steam driven vessel and the 
highest, type uf 1907. A single steain 
engine supplied the motive power of 
tha Clermnit a*"1 th« aaaslsx by 
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which the wooden paddle wheels were 
driven was the simplest. The engine 
was built in England by Watt & Boul- 
:on under specific directions from Ful- 
ton. 
It was installed in two days 


after it reached this side. 


Six powerful turbine engines drive 


the Lusitania. It is equipped with 
twenty-three 
double ended boilers, 


two single ended boilers and 192 fur- 
naces. 
There was a single deck on the firs) 


steamboat. 
On the Lusitania there 


are eight, and passengers are carried 
from one to another by electric ele 
vators and communicate from their 
staterooms by telephone. With 
its 


single engine the Clermont managed 
to make almost five miles an hour on 
the first trip, whereas the Lusitania 
travels through the water at a sus 
tained speed of twenty-four and twen 
ty-five knots. 
" Persons familiar with travel on the 
Hudson today will gain some idea o 
what a trip to Albany entailed one 
hundred years ago ty reading Fulton's 
description of the first run, as written 
by himself and printed by request in 
the American Citizen. 


"I left New York on Monday at : 


o'clock," he wrote, "and arrived a 
Clermont, the seat of Chancellor Liv-i 
ingston, at 1 o'clock on Tuesday. 
Time, twenty-four 
hours; distance. 


110 miles. On Wednesday I departed 
from the chancellor's at. 9 o'clock in 
the morning and arrived at Albany at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon. Distance, 
forty miles; time, eight hours. The 
sum is 132 miles in thirty-two hours, 
equal to near five miles an hour." 


Writing to his friend Joseph Barlow 


upon his return from Albany, Fulton 
grew prophetic. 
"Steamboats." he said, "will give 


cheap and quick conveyance to mer- 
chandise on the Mississippi, Missouri 
and other great rivers, which are now 
laying open their treasures to the en- 
terprise of our countrymen, and al- 
though the prospect of personal emol- 
ument has been some inducement to 
me, yet I feel infinitely more pleasure 
in reflecting on the immense advant- 
age my country will derive from the 
invention." 
Dying eight years after writing 


these lines, Fulton was not allowed to 
see «t great deal of what his invention 
was to do for his country and the 
world at large. He did seo vast im- 
provements over the original steam- 
boat which his genius created, but the 


oo>d hoiuidq in. tlu* 
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ment of steam navigation came after 
lis death, in 1S15. So rapidly did the 
science of marine engineering go for- 
ward that only 
twenty-three years 


after Fulton's death a palatial passen- 
ger steamer of 70,000 tons burden, the 
irst Cunard liner, crossed fro_i Eng- 
land and began regular trips. 


Traveling by boat in the days of 


tfce Clermont was a costly pleasure 
according to the standards of today. 
In the Albany Gazette of September 1, 
1S07, 
the following advertisement ap- 


pears, setting forth the rates of fare 
and the running schedule of the Cler- 
mont: 
"Newburg, 14 hours, $3; Pough- 


keepsie. 17 hours, 
$4; 
Esopus, 20 


hours, $5; Hudson. 30 hours. $5.50; Al- 
bany, 36 hours, $7. The North river 
steamboat will leave Paulus Hook on 
Friday, 4th of September, at 9 a. m., 
and arrive in Albany at 9 in the after- 
noon. Provisions, good berths and ac- 
commodations are provided." 


Following the construction of the 


Clennont other boats were soon built. 
The Car of Neptune, built in 1SOS, was 
of 295 tons measurement, much larg- 
er than the Clermont. 
In 1S11 the 


Paragon was put 
into commission, 


and "then others 
so rapidly that a 


steamboat war resulted. Companies 
were formed and 
a great 
deal of 


money was lost on steamboat inven- 
tions that, were failures. 


Up to 1812 the only means of fer- 


riage across the North and East riv- 
ers were "house boats," propelled by 
paddle wheels, moved by horses walk- 
ing round and round on the deck. Ful- 
ton built two ferryboats, which he put 
on the North river in ISU. Others 
soon were put in commission on the 
East river. These early ferries were 
twin boats, two hulls united by a deck 
or bridge, sharp at both ends, so that 
they could move with equal facility 
backward or forward without turning. 
Fulton invented for them the floating 
or movable P'0'', so they might land 
without ,iar. 
7ulton's boats crossed 


the East riv«r when it was calm in 
fifteen minutes. One of these boats, 
described by himself, carried on one 
trip 
eighty carriages, 
twenty-nine 


horses and one hundred passengers. 
He declared it could 
have carried 


three hundred. 


It was on the initial trip of the C!er- 


mont that Fulton announcer! his en- 
gagement to Miss Harriet Livingston, 
a nieco of Chancellor Livingston. Aft- 
er their, marriage the Fultons lived at 
No. 1 State street, and it was there 
Robert Fulton died. His body is in 
the Livingston vault at old Trinity 
church. 


Fulton was born in Lancaster coun- 


ty, Pa., in 1765. 
He 'studied art in 


Philadelphia and then went to London 
to study under Benjamin West, the 
'American painter. While abroad he 
carried on his experiment in steam 
navigation, building two boats in 
France thai were failure*.

COOKED LETTUCE. 


When lettuce is too old and too tough for salad, it. may 


be cooked in a variety of toothsome ways. 
The Germans 


stuff it. 
Trim and clean a half dozen heads of cabbage let- 


tuce. Wash thoroughly, cut the hearts out of each and lay 
aside for salad. Parboil the rest of the heads four minutes, 
drain a'cd staff with sausage foresiueau 
Tie each head care- 


fully in shape, lay in a buttered dripping pan, add a half 
cup rich stock or gravy 'and season with salt and pepper. 
•Cover closely, cook fifteen minutes, then untie, dress on a hot 
dish and pour the sauce iu which they were cooked over 
' them. Serve hot. 
If there is not sauce enough, stir in the 


stock remaining in the pan after the lettuce has been taken 
up a tablespoonful of butter and flour. Season with salt and 
pepper, add a cupful stock or hot water and stir until 
smooth 
and 
creamy.

teaspoonful 
culinary 


bouquet to flavor and color a rich brown. 
Pour over the 


lettuce and serve. 
The Germans also fry lettuce, boiling 


the head first in salted water then draining until 
cool 


after which it is dipped into an ordinary frying batter and 
cooked in deep fat. 
Lettuce may also be cooked like greens 


In boiling salted water, then draine'd, chopped and seasoned 
with melted butter, salt, pepper and a little'broth to moisten. 


CANNING TOMATOES.

To can tomatoes while select small, 
olid, uniform sized tomatoes, plunge j was 
nto boiling water, using a wire basket,

Sun Does Work of Fuel. 


The circuit is known as a "closed 


one:" that is, the ether in the pipes is 
converted to vapor in the big box. 
passes through the engine, developing 
three and a halt horse power, thence 
into a condenser, and back again to 
the hot box. 


No fuel is used, the heat of the 


sun being relied upon to convert the 
liquid into vapor. In the tropics water 
could take the place of ether, Shuman 
says. 


The light, rays of the sun in this la- 


titude can be converted into heat and 
they will yield high temperatures. In 
the tropics this would run to perhaps 
500 degrees or higher. The light rays 
penetrate the double glass cover and 
are absorbed and converted into heat 
rays by the dark metallic surfaces of 
the pipes. The air space prevents the 
heat, from escaning. and whatever is 
in tho pipes will boil.

AN IMPEDIMENT TO CLIMBING. 


Opinion of Alpine Guides as to Effect 


of Alcohol. 


Is alcohol of use to mountain climb- 


ers? £t a recent meeting in Berne of 
the Swiss Alpine club. Dr. Schnyder 
gave .the results of some inquiries he 
had made. He consulted a number of 
climbers, and found that 72 per cent, 
of them always take wine or liquor 
along on a tour. The guides do the 
same. Yet there is a consensus of 
opinion that alcoholic drinks are an 
impediment to climbing, and should 
never be taken before the summit is 
attained, except in cases of great de- 
pression or sudden sickness. The ef- 
fect of alcohol on brain v/orkers has 
lately been tested by a similar meth- 
od by a Dutch alienist, Dr. van Vleu- 
ten, "who addressed his questions to 
150 German men of letters, as well as 
by an association of Swedish

dents, who sought the opinions of 
artists as well as writers.

Bounced the effect of alcoholic drink 
to be detrimental to inspiration. Au- 
guste Rodin wrote: 
"Alcohol is not 


for artists. Those who seek their In- 
spiration in it are, like their works, 
doomed to early oblivion."

Frenssen said: "A thimbleful of alco- 
hol suffices to -weaken my faculties." 
Bjornstjerne Bjornson confessed that 
if he drank only a glass more than his 
usual amount with his dinner, he'had 
to suffer for it the next day. He has 
always discarded literary skeiches 
made under the stimulus of. wine, hav- 
ing found them unnatural or morbid.

creased from 4.6 per thousand to 8.7, 
the offenses committed being mainly

•which were due to inebriety.

largely increased aumber of suicides; 
the birth rate diminished one-half; 
and the number of insane quadrupled 
during this period.

the north pole by airships, the dis- 
patch being dated "Camp Wellman, 
August 21, via Tromso, August 25. 


"Airship America ready to sail to- 


ward the pole. Motors and machinery 
thoroughly tested and working per- 
fectly. 
"It is believed to be the most power- 


ful and enduring airship ever con- 
structed, 
j 


"It holds the hydrogen well. 
"The crew, consisting of Wellman, 


Hersey, Vaniinan and Riesenberg, is 
awaiting a calm for swinging the ship 
compass and making a correction trial 
over Virgo Bay and starting north im- 
mediately in case the trial is satis- 
factory. 


"We hope to start this week. 
If 


necessary we can start as late as Sep- 
tember 5~. 
"Wellman." 


The journey from Spitzbergen to 


the pole is about six hundred miles, 
and Walter Wellman believes that he 
•ft-ill be able to negotiate it safely and 
return with his crew and airship to 
civilization. The leader of the expe- 
dition is forty-eight years old and was 
born in Ohio. 
For many years he 


has been the Washington correspond- 
ent of the 
Chicago Record-Herald, 


which is financing the expedition. The 
title of the-expedition can be seen up- 
on the large 
crate 
which is being 


landed from the ship shown in the 
picture reproduced above. 
The view 


was taken on the arrival of Mr. Well- 
man in June last. 


The only difficulty which now re- 


mains is one of weather, and should 
that prove favorable the start will be 
made. 
This was originally intended 


to have been made last year, but, ow- 
ing to delays in the construction of 
the airship, the departure had to be 
postponed until ttie present season. 
Undeterred by the mysterious fate of 
Andre, who, with 
two companions, 


left Danes Island, in Spitzbergen, on 
July 11, 1S97, and of whose ultimate 
fate nothing definite has transpired, 
Mr. Walter Wellman is prepared to 
start from the same land of Spitzber- 
gen in a daring dash for the pole. Mr. 
Wellman arrived at the island on June 
S last and found his party well. In 
spite of the boisterous weather during 
the winter the specially constructed 
balloon house has remained undam- 
aged. It had to be carefully built with 
sufficient strength to stand the winter 
gales which sweep over Spitzbergen 
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in bad weather. 
The root" is formed 


of arches of a latticework construc- 
tion. 
From this house the balloon 


will emerge when all is completed. 
The America, as the airship is named, 
has been filled with hydrogen and it 
was expected that, a trial would be 
made about the 15th instant, the final 
start for the pole being made toward 
the end of the month. The America 
is said to be one of the largest air- 
ships ever made. It has three motors, 
which give a total 
of eighty-horse- 


power. The car is of steel, and In ad- 
dition 
to

weight the balloon 


portion of the ship will have to sup- 
port a weight of five men. food 
for 


seventy-five days, a steel boat, two 
motor sledges and over two tons of 
gasoline. 


The envelope of the balloon consists 


of two layers of rubber covered cot- 
ton and one layer—the inside one—of 
rubber covered silk. 
In its central 


zone, which is the strongest, the en- 
velope has a tensile strength of about 
575 pounds per square foot, thus giv-1 
ing a factor of safety of 6 to 1. The I 
average factor of safety is 5 to 1, as [ 
against 3^£ to 1 of the Lebaudy air-! 
ship. The form of the balloon will be 
maintained by an interior balloonette 
filled with compressed air by means 
of a five-horse power motor and com- 
pressor. On account of the triple rub- 
ber layers (which are lapped one inch 
at the seams and sewed together, and 
the stitching 
then 
covered with 


cemented strips') the leakage of gas 
is guaranteed not to exceed one and 
a half per cent, per day. The amount 
of fuel and supplies consumed daily 
will more than counterbalance this. 
The length of the gas bag is 164.04 
feet: its greatest diameter. 52.4!) feet; 
its surface 21,098 square feet; its ca-1 
pacity, 224,244 cubic feet. The weight 
of the balloon is 2,860 pounds, while 
tie framework, steel car, motors and 
all other paraphernalia bring this up 
to a total of 7,500 pounds.
